‘Shore’ thing 

14 minutes, 59 seconds .

If you’re not sure what tropi-glitch-core- 
bahton is but worry it might be something 
that sends you to the doctor, you’re not 
alone. In fact, you may already unknowingly 
be dancing to obscure-sounding genres of 
electronic music. 

“Genres are getting bent and twisted,” 
said Nate Seider, music director at Smart 
Bar, who also DJs under the name Nate 
Manic. “It’s getting more difficult to catego- 


rize a lot of these things these days.” 

But one thing’s clear: Dance music is hot. 

Look at sold-out Lollapalooza this week- 
end in Grant Park. Perry’s, its DJ and dance 
tent, is set to hold 15,000 electronic music 
fans — twice as many as last year. The influ- 
ence of the acts booked for Perry’s is ev- 
erywhere right now, from radio singles that 
incorporate house and dubstep to hip blogs 
posting experimental electronica and clev- 
erly executed mashups. These genres are all 


over Chicago, too. 

“There is so much going on in the Chica- 
go electronic/dance music scene right now,” 
said Colin Rebey— aka DJ Phenom. “You 
can go out basically any night of the week 
and find a solid dance floor and good DJ.” 

But if all you know is that you wanna get 
down, go for it— we’ll sort out the genres for 
you. Here’s a guide to what it is you’re hear- 
ing and where you can find it, at Lolla and 
around town. 



IDM/GLITCH 

Arty rock bands such as Radiohead have been ap- 
propriating the sort of down-tempo music that gen- 
erally gets lumped under the label IDM (“intelligent 
dance music”) for a while, so it may not sound total- 
ly unfamiliar. Although no one really seems to like 
the label, IDM has nonetheless become something 
of a catch-all term for low-key electronic music that 
seems created as much for headphones as for the 
dance floor. “IDM conveys a general feeling that a 
lot of people like,” Seider said. It also tends to focus 
more on subtle manipulations, a trait that spreads 
into subgenres such as glitch, which pulls music 


out of the sounds of technological failures. 

See it at Perry’s: Modeselektor (7:15 p.m. Sunday) 
dips into dubstep and uses heavy bass, but the mu- 
sic still barely toes the line at the edge of danceabil- 
ity; Daedalus (2 p.m. Sunday) is part of the same la- 
bel as the envelope-pushing Flying Lotus; much of 
his music samples material from the 30s and ’40s. 
See it in Chicago: Smart Bar (3730 N. Clark St.) has 
a few upcoming down-tempo dates, with Guillaume 
and the Coutu Dumonts on Aug. 19, resident DJs 
Orchard Lounge on Sept. 3 and former Digable 
Planets DJ King Britt on Sept. 10. Beauty Bar (1444 W. 
Chicago Ave.) hosts glitchy, experimental night Push 
Monthly on Aug. 18. 




See it at Perry’s: Busy P (6 p.m. 
Sunday) runs Ed Banger Records, 
which brought us Justice, and used to 
manage Daft Punk, so yeah, he knows 
his stuff. Chuckie (5:45 p.m. Saturday) 
is a popular Dutch house DJ. Chicago’s 
own Midnight Conspiracy (noon Sunday) also gets a chance to spread their work to the masses. 

See it in Chicago: Busy P plays Smart Bar (3730 N. Clark St.) on Sunday night after Lolla. The Dutch 
house music of Friday Lolla performer Afrojack, who produced Pitbull’s “Give Me Everything,” is often 
on the playlist at Let’s Get Weird on Thursday nights at Evil Olive (1551 W. Division St.), with resident 
DJs Jimmy-0, Johnny Walker and Disco Death Threat. 


ELECTRO 

HOUSE 

This isn’t your older cousin’s Chicago 
house. The contemporary descendant 
of traditional house music can be dis- 
tinguished by its noisy, abrasive sounds 
and distorted vocal samples. Fast, 
regular tempos and a frenetic, in-your- 
face energy keeps the music highly 
danceable, too, which is why you’ll hear 
it in songs from artists such as Ke$ha. 
“It just makes your body move,” said 
Ephraim Cuellar, of Chicago DJ collec- 
tive Disco Death Threat. 
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DUBSTEP 

Whether or not you hold it against it her, Britney 
Spears has given dubstep its most visible nod with 
her single “Hold It Against Me.” The genre has 
become trendy club music in its own right, mor- 
phing from its jittery origins in dreary-sounding 
genres such as grime and garage into the blunt 
broadsides of heavy bass. Characterized by syn- 
copated rhythms, chopped vocals and deep bass 
lines manipulated to create a wobbling effect, 
dubstep is something of a battleground between 
purists frustrated by its mainstream transforma- 
tion and those who don’t mind appropriating it 
for the dance floor. “Hate it or love it, you can still 
count on it to turn some heads,” Rebey said. 

See it at Perry’s: Skrillex, the lightning rod for 
dubstep purists crying foul, performed Friday, 
but catch his occasional collaborator 12th Planet 
(5 p.m. Sunday), who also has worked with noted 
dubstep producer Rusko. 

See it in Chicago: Zombies vs. Skeletons party 
on Wednesday nights at Cobra Lounge (235 N. 
Ashland Ave.) features dubstep and other bass- 
heavy music. Smart Bar (3730 N. Clark St.) hosts 
local and national dubstep artists for Subfix, an 
event on Thursday nights. 



If you’ve been on the Internet in the past five 
years, you’re probably familiar with the con- 
cept: Take two or more songs and mash them 
together. The idea has spawned more than a 
few terrible combinations, but in the hands 
of the right producer a mashup can draw 
surprising details out of the original sources. 
“Generally, part of the track is already recog- 
nizable and danceable,” said Steve Reidell, or 
STV SLV, half of Chicago mashup duo The Hood 
Internet. Artists such as The Hood Internet and 
Girl Talk are pop-music nerds who make music 
for pop-music nerds, tapping into the dance- 
floor appeal of mainstream hip-hop and pop 
while incorporating old-school indie rock and 
lo-fi electronica (think Biggie and Elton John or 
MIA and Sufjan Stevens). 

See it at Perry’s: If you missed Friday’s Girl Talk 
performance, check out the frenetic pop sam- 
ples of Super Mash Bros. (2:45 p.m. Saturday), 
or get a taste of mash ups from Pretty Lights 
(8:30 p.m. Saturday), who works hip-hop vocal 
samples into his music. 

See it in Chicago: The Hood Internet, who per- 
form Sept. 2 at Bottom Lounge (1375 W. Lake 
St.), like to play with longer concepts, such as a 
whole mixtape of Waka Flocka Flame mashups.

House on fire 

Chicago’s DJ Lady D represents at Lolla 

Darlene Jackson stumbled into DJing by accident, when a promoter saw 
her spinning records for fun at a shoe store in Lakeview Since then, DJ 
Lady D has become a fixture on the Chicago house music scene. If you 
didn’t catch the West Town resident Friday at Perry’s, the dance tent at 
Lollapalooza, hear her every third Monday at Ohm (1958 W North Ave.), 
every third Thursday at Crocodile Lounge (1540 N. Milwaukee Ave.), or 
at Smart Bar (3730 N. Clark St.) on Aug. 17 and Millennium Park’s Lunch 
Break Music Series on Aug. 26. We caught up with her to chat about the 
state of dance music and being one of few female DJs at Lolla. k.k. 


Describe the music that you play 
when you’re DJing. 

I like to say that I’m a hybrid of 
house, techno and disco. 

Do you think those kinds of genre 
distinctions are important in 
electronic music? Do they affect 
the way people respond to the 
music at all? 

To me as a DJ, they are com- 
pletely irrelevant. To a person 
who is a consumer, they might be 
important. ... But from a feelings 
perspective, people like what they 
can feel. So I don’t know why 
anybody would limit themselves to 
a specific thing if they could feel so 
much more. 

Are there any new trends that 
you’re noticing that you’re ex- 
cited about? 

{Laughs.} No, I don’t think so, not 
really I mean. I’m excited about 
dance music becoming a popular 
music again. If you turn on the ra- 
dio, almost everything you hear is 
dance right now. So that’s a trend 
that I’m very happy about. 

Chicago, being the birthplace 
of house music, has this kind of 
worldwide legacy. How do you 
see that legacy reflected in Chi- 
cago nightlife today? 

It’s pretty sad. We’re so close to it 
that maybe it doesn’t appear to be 
as valuable as it does in other parts 
of the world. There are a lot of 
talents here that go unrecognized. 
... To make money people really 
have to go to other places. ... A lot 
of the DJs and producers and re- 
mixers here would like to feel that, 
in their own backyard, they have 
the same sort of value and worth 
as they do in other places. 

You’re one of few female DJs at 



Lolla this year. What’s the deal 
with that? 

Yeah, what is the deal with that? 


Is that just kind of the nature of 
the names that people want to 
see? 

The biggest trend with DJing right 
now is production, so there might 
be that barrier to entry ... When 
you look at the list of the people 
playing at Perry’s, they’re all pretty 
much producers. 

Are there any of the mainstage 
shows you’re excited to see? 

I’m from the ’80s, so I love the 
Cars. ... I love Coldplay ... Damian 
{Marleyl and Nas wiU be good, I 
think. Lykke Li. ... Yeah, you’re 
right. It’s probably a little imbal- 
anced, but how can you complain 
when you’re there to represent? 
The best I can do is represent as 
well as I can.

For four albums, Fountains of Wayne— led by the crafty 
Adam Schlesinger and Chris Collingwood— have built sharp, 
clever power-pop, smart, detailed, mostly suburban stories 
driven by polished hooks and catchy guitar riffs. 

The new album, “Sky Full of Holes,” ditches the band’s 
trademark power-pop. This is powerless pop. Much of the 
rootsier, drifting music practically feels 
exhausted— a change that’s undoubtedly 
designed to match the more hopeless 
stories in these songs. 

Instead of “Stacy’s Mom,” who not only 
had it going on but sparked the narrator to 
intense, upbeat feelings, we get the harried 
dad of ‘Action Hero,” who can’t find his 
keys and is so stressed out that his doctor worries about his 
health. “He’s an action hero and he’s racing against time,” 
Schlesinger sings poignantly “He’s an action hero ... in his 
mind.” 

The fact that it’s one of the most upbeat-sounding songs 
on the album, alongside the also-uptempo “Someone’s 
Gonna Break Your Heart,” makes it all the more depressing. 

Even when they try to gin up some enthusiasm, as they do 
in the pretty, acoustic ‘A Road Song,” which tells of life on 
tour, they have to poke a hole in it, singing in sweet harmony 
“It’s a cliche, but, hey that doesn’t make it so wrong.” 

“Sky Full of Holes” is well built and effective at creating a 
mood of imminent collapse, but do we really need more of 
that feeling right now?

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Beer and pie, please

Northdown’s a people-pleaser. It’s an un- 
usual (and by that I mean awesome) com- 
bination of beer bar and vegan-friendly 
restaurant with a pie 
menu. The staff is 
friendly the space 
is cool and street 
parking is less painful 
than expected. What 
else could Chicago- 
ans possibly want? 

Brunch, of course. So it’s no surprise that 
soon after the Lakeview spot opened in 
May, it added a morning meal. 

Dessert first: Northdown offers about 
a half-dozen house-made pies ($6 a 
slice) seven days a week. The cream pies 
(vanilla brickie and Key lime on my visit), 
with graham cracker crusts and whipped 
cream on top, were reason enough to get 
out of bed in the morning. The flavorless 
crust on the fruit pies — all vegan— wasn’t 
worth the calories, though I scooped out 
every last bit of the peach filling. 


Disappointments: I just couldn’t get 
behind the biscuits. The biscuits and 
gravy ($9) are available with sausage 
gravy and two eggs or vegan with porcini 
mushroom gravy and 
nicely seasoned tofu 
scramble. Sadly the veg- 
an version of the biscuit 
was bone-dry So was the 
buttermilk biscuit— too 
dry to keep the egg, ham 
and American cheese 
together in the biscuit sandwich ($7), 
though it works with a knife and fork. 

Hangover helper: Tbu know how some 
flour tortillas get all stiff after they’ve 
been heated? That’s why the poor break- 
fast tacos ($10 for three) didn’t stand a 
chance, despite roasted poblano salsa and 
a nice choice of fillings: bacon, cheddar 
and potato; onion, bell pepper, potato 
and cheddar; or scrambled tofu, bell 
pepper, potato and onion. Keep ’em soft, 
Northdown, or consider corn tortillas. 
My hangover needs you. 


Whafs for lunch? Go back for the 
Wisconsin grass-fed burger ($9) or the 
pulled-pork sandwich ($11, also made 
vegan with sliced house-made seitan) 
topped with house-smoked vinegar slaw. 

Day drinking: Northdown has a slam- 
min’ selection of craft beers. (On draft 
right now: Ommegang Aphrodite and 3 
Floyds Dreadnaught, among others. On 
its bottle list: Green’s Quest, a gluten- 
free Belgian tripel from De Proef ) Also, a 
fine lineup of brunch cocktails: beermo- 
sas, mimosas, bloody marys and brass 
monkeys (a 40-ouncer of MiUer High 
Life served in a champagne bucket with 
fresh-squeezed OJ on the side). 

Bottom line: Northdown is already 
getting raves at lunch and dinner for its 
pork fries and vegan cassoulet, so brunch 
is sure to find its groove. Until then, 
don’t be shy if you want beer and pie for 
breakfast. Northdown wants to make 
you happy; you can feel it.
